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IOWA  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION  MEDALS 

The  medals  for  the  Iowa  Numismatic  Association  range  back  to  the 
organizational  meeting  held  in  1938  at  Iowa  City.  The  1st  medals  were  given 
to  each  one  present  to  plan  and  fori  an  Iowa  organization  for  coin  collectors. 

The  next  medal  struck  in  both  silver  and  bronze  was  in  1941. 

This  was  for  the  convention  held  in  Davenport,  Iowa.  The  information  I 
received  is  that  only  two  silver  ones  were  struck  that  year,  and  125  bronze. 

In  1946  the  A.N.A.  was  held  in  Davenport  to  celebrate  the  centennial  of  Iowa 
so,  gold,  silver,  and  bronze  medals  were  made  to  commemorate  the  occasion. 

For  the  next  medal,  the  INA  had  to  obtain  permission  from  the  University 
alumni  to  use  the  hawk-  their  emblem-  on  our  medals.  This  is  the  medal 
pictured  on  the  "Iowa  Collector". 

The  40th  anniversary  medals  in  1978  were  the  INA's  next  medal.  Both  silver 
and  Bronze  were  made. 

The  face  of  the  INA  medal-  the  ear  of  corn,  the  INA  logo,  and  the  founded  in 
1938  information-  have  been  used  by  several  clubs  for  medals.  In  1961 
Marshalltown  had  made  both  silver  and  bronze,  and  in  1978  the  Fort  Dodge 
Coin  Club  used  the  design  for  their  medals.  Again  there  were  both  silver 
and  bronze  made.
